The Supreme Court of Pennsylvania today ordered 
Bristol Township Justice of the Peace Earl B. Dougherty 
to “cease and desist*’ his Blue Law raids. 
Dougherty is ordered to “stay” his current Blue 
Law eases, which means he cannot collect the fines or 
put the “convicted offenders” in jail. 
The order, signed by Chief Justice Charles Alvin 
Jones, was issued on the petition of Attorney Norvin 
Nathan, of Lcvittown, for a “writ of prohibition.” 
Dougherty is ordered to show cause why such a 
writ, banning the raids, should not be issued. He must 
answer to the action in Philadelphia by 10 a.m., Aug. 17. 
Meanwhile the “cease and desist” order applies. 
It orders Dougherty to “stay” his current Blue Law 
proceedings and make no further arrests or convictions 
for Sunday business. 
Norvin. who is Democratic candidate for Middle­ 
town Township supervisor, said he will serve the court 
order on Dougherty this afternoon.
